EWSPAPERS all over the country have told how hundreds 
| of thousands of signatures are being collected to a memorial 
to be offered to Mr. Winston Churchill as tangible evidence 

that the man-in-the-street accepts him as the nation’s champion 


and leader in the war. 


The movement, begun in Wolverhampton less than a month 
ago, has spread like wildfire, and I have consequently been 
entrusted with the task of co-ordinating this effort and organising 


it on a national basis. 

Mr. W. H. Bradburn, a 
Wolverhampton business man, 
composed the memorial after 
Mr. Churchill’s reference to the 
war as a “war of the unknown 
warriors.” His idea was to 
write to the Prime Minister 
personally, but he decided to 
send his letter to his local news- 
paper, suggesting that the 
people of the Midlands should 
be invited to subscribe to a 
testament of loyalty, so that the 
Premier might hear the people, 
united almost as one voice, tell- 
ing him what they thought of 
him and his valiant and un- 
remitting efforts.

literally overwhelmed with 
inquiries. 

Mr. Bradburn is a most un- 
assuming man, albeit a _ self- 
made and very successful busi- 
ness man employing some 
hundreds, of people. He is the 
personification of that every-day 
fellow, the man-in-the-street. 


The memorial is designed to 
come from all such, the un- 
known warriors of this war 
—Service men and civilians, 
men or women, people of all 
classes and creeds. 

Emphasing the catholicity of 
this tribute, signatures came in 
from all the Superintendent’s 
staff at Buckingham Palace by 
the same post as others came 
from residents of the Lambeth 
Walk. 


Solidarity 

That is only one instance of 
the complete solidarity of feel- 
ing and -confidence in Mr. 
Churchill’s fleadership and the 
manner in which it has electri- 
fied the people of this country, 
and, indeed, the whole Empire, 
with new spirit and resolution. 
Along with a form sent in by a 
famous admiral comes one 
signed by a sergeant-major who 
was with Mr. Churchill in the 
Boer War, and who remarked at 
that time, “ This young man will 
go far.” He is Mr. C. A. James, 
of Newbury. 

You may ask, what good will 
this do? Ireply: “ Who amongst 
us is so great, so strong, so aloof, 
that a word of encouragement, a 
pat.on the back, would not come 
as a new spur, a source of new- 
found strength, just at the time 
when one is facing up to the big- 
gest part of a task?” 


Tell Him Now 

That is the Prime Minister’s 
position. Now is the time to tell 
him how solidly we are behind 
him, that we will acknowledge 


no surrender, that we are wiin 
him to a man, to a woman. Let 
us lend him our aid, and our un- 
begrudging: cheers and thanks, 
now—NOW !

Don’t forget that Winston 
Churchill had a lot to do with 
getting you that extra 6d. a day. 
Winston Churchill — soldier, 
sailor, artist, litterateur—is a 
man’s man, who can use his 
hands for the laying of a brick 
or the penning of an epic story. 
Orator, administrator, states- 
man, he is now, at long last, our 
Prime Minister. Let us acclaim 
him, then, our Prime Minister, 
as all the people write to me. 
That word “our” is significant. 
It used to be “the” Prime 
Minister. Churchill has turned 
the impersonal “the” into the 
meant-to-be-endearing “our.”

Officer for the Doncaster Sub-Area No. 2, who has now, 
through the national Press, invited the public to assist him in his 
task of looking after a section of H.M. Forces.

There are some very exciting
